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1964 - Another State League Championship 


Due to the absence of a clearance, former Greek Second Division Kalamata player, Leo Damianakos was 
unable to play during 1964 and sat the year out on the sidelines. However by the time the 1965 season 
had arrived, his clearance had also found its way to Melbourne and he was able to play first team football 
again. The 18 year-old Damianakos who replaced the injured Adam on the teft wing early in the season 
was one of the outstanding young prospects of Victorian soccer in 1965. 

The 1965 team comprised the following; John Anderson, John Bedford, Stratos Kalogeros, Andreas 
Roussis, Sam Service, John Margaritis, Jim Pyrgolios, Boulis Kambouropoutos, Emie Ackerley (scored 16 
goals in the Championship), Mike Mandalis and with Leo Damianakos on the wing. 

Mike Mandalis had the misfortune to break his teg in the later stages of the league season playing against 
Triestina. John Anderson represented Australia in the World Cup side and their Tour of the Far East. 

The Australia Cup was a post season competition involving the leading clubs from the various states. In 
1965, Hellas, as Victorian champion, entered the competition in the Quarter Finals.

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OUR VISITORS 


South Melbourne and Adelaide City were many pundits pre-season tips for the champion- 
ship and now half-way into the 1997/98 season both Clubs have demonstrated why they will 
figure prominantly in the finals. The Zebras have played several games less than their rivals, 
due to several games being postponed. Their first home game of the season against 
Wollongong was postponed, until February 1998, because of the redevelopment of Hindmarsh 
Stadium. In addition, their games against the Melbourne Knights (round seven), Newcastle 
Breakers (round eigth) and Adelaide Sharks (round 11) were postponed until the new year 
because of the World and Confederation Cup commitments of the Zebras’ four Socceroos. 
This will ensure that Adelaide City’s fixture backlog will see them play two games a week in 
January and February. Ominously for the rest of the league only one of these fixtures against 
the Knights, will be played away from Adelaide. Bearing in mind that two home games had 
to be played at Norwood Oval with a bumpy pitch not conducive to soccer, because of the 
unavailability of Hindmarsh and its little wonder that the Zebras are quite content with their 
current league position. 


The side assembled by John Nyskohus will only get better and stronger in 1998 when it 
starts playing together regularly and develops more cohesion and understanding. John 
Nyskohus, in his second season as Adelaide City Coach, made several important signings 
before the start of the season. He bought Scott Thomas (Newcastle Breakers), goalkeeper 
Leslie Pogliacomi (Marconi) and most impressively, Kris Trajanovski (Uts Olympic). Add that 
to the Club’s record goal-scorer Damian Mori, back from Germany’s Barussia 
Moechengladback. Michael Musitano (Canberra Cosmos), Sergei Vaskin (Ukraine), Joe 
Barbaro (Free agent) and Adrian landorio (Adelaide Sharks) have all left the club. 


The Zebras most impressive performance to date was their 4 - 1 win over the Glory in Perth. 
Two goals by Michael Brooks and one each by Trajanovski and Salapasidis silenced the 
vocal Perth crowd and upstaged Samson Siasia who was making his debut. Losses to 
Sydney United and Carlton saw the Zebras in an uncharacteristically low position but single 
goal wins over Canberra, Brisbane and UTS Olympic saw Adelaide City enter the top six. 
The Zebras chose the reopening of Hindmarsh stadium to show their potential, thrashing 
Marconi 5 - 0. Damian Mori was in outstanding form, scoring a hat-trick. 


The four Zebras in the Socceroo World Cup squad (Tobin, Mori, Ivanovic and Petkovic) was 
the highest representation of any club. In fact, the World Cup squad that faced Iran included 
nine current or ex-Zebras. 


Goalkeeper Jason Petkovic, older brother of South Melbourne’s Michael, has beaten some 
tllustrious names to become Australia’s number three goalkeeper. The unassuming keeper 
replaced the popular Robert Zabica in the Zebra goal several seasons ago and has quickly 
developed into a dependable goalkeeper. Milan Ivanovic and Alex Tobin have become the 
finest defensive partnership in NSL history. Combined, they have played over 600 games for 
the Zebras and were at the heart of the Club’s success in the 1990's helping Adelaide City 
teach four successive Grand Finals between 1992 and 1995 for two wins (1992 and 1994). 


Milan Ivanovic has achieved virtually everything there is to win in the Australian game. The 
1990/91 NSL player of the year and dual championship winner has been, until recently, a 
permanent fixture in the Socceroo line-up since making his debut in 1991 against Czecho- 
slovakia. The 37 year-old showed that he still has what it takes at the highest level in a 
superb display at the heart of the Aussie defence to keep Ronaldo, Bebeto and co goaless in 
the recent Confederations Cup.

Side-by-side with Ivanovic over the last decade has been Soccerroo captain Alex Tobin. The 
dependendable central defender has played in all three of the Zebras championship sides 
and has earned a reputation at Club and international level as a great man-marker. Tobin 
also holds the record for the most finals appearance by an individual, he has played in 33 
finals since 1986; a figure he will be eager to add to in 1998. 


The most impressive of all the Zebras new players has been the re-signing of Damian Mori. 
Frogger, who had a spell at South Melbourne in the late 1980's moved to Germany’s Borussia 
Moechengladback after his recond breaking effort in 1995/96. A year later, the Zebra’s high- 
est ever goal scorer has returned to terrorize NSL defences. His 31 goals in 1995/96 was a 
record and included his famous 3.69 second goal against Sydney United. 


Adelaide City has a powerful squad that combines the experience of Tobin and Ivanovic with 
the skill and enthusiasm of youngsters like Angelo Castanzo, Brad Hassell (who broke his 
arm twice and missed the side's first four games), Nick Sabljak and Dino Mennillo. Such is 
their depth that World Youth Championship hero Kosta Salapasidis has been unable to claim 
a regular spot in the side.

FAREWELL LAKERS 


Just when you thought SM. was showing some stability, on and off the field, and past controversial 
issues were seemingly behind us, out jumps a major issue which can’t be taken lightly. Due to the 
Los Angeles Lakers threatening legal action over SM's use of the Lakers name, the SM. commit- 
tee felt we were better off dropping the name. Considering we had only used ‘Lakers’ for a couple 
of years and the thousands of dollars in legal costs that may have been involved in attempting to 
keep the name, money better off spent else where, it seems to be a wise decision. 


This has sparked a debate on whether SM. should return to its original Hellas name and or logo. 
For some fans, who felt the committee didn’t fight David Hill when the old Hellas emblem was 
outlawed by Soccer Australia (SA), last season, this is a very passionate issue. 


With crowds presently down on last season at BUS, SM. President, George Vasilopoulos has not 
discounted the return to the Hellas name with a similar yet updated logo. This is a direct attempt 
to bring back fans that feel betrayed, as they somehow feel the Club has lost its Greek heritage. 


Despite what you may have read or heard about the SG, many wrongly calling us ‘anti-Greek’, | 
agree that the new logo should be predominantly blue and white, indicating the Club’s beginning 
and heritage. I'm sure something similar to the Knights and Sydney United logo is adequate, 
where the Croatian red and white checks are incorporated in a logo that makes everybody feel a 
part off the Club, regardless of their background. 


But a return to the name ‘Hellas’, regardless of the fact SA doesn’t allow it, would be a backwards 
step in SM’s and soccer's push to become more mainstream. Hellas is the name that will always 
be synonymous with SM., but to have it as its official name will not only be telling people where we 
came from. It would also be telling fans, prospective and current, as well as sponsors where we 
are heading in the future. 


|, like most, grew up with the Hellas name and logo and in my heart the team will always be Hellas. 
Despite this, | understand the importance of opening our doors and making everybody welcome. 
SM. doesn't belong to any one nationality or person it belongs to all past, present and future 
generations of supporters. 


There are those who will inevitably say this change will bring more support. Even if this is right, it 
will attract the people who probably attend 2 or 3 matches a year at best. This may be okay in the 
short term, but for long term viability, another nick name would be more appropriate. Let us not 
forget the 85,000 people at the MCG just a few short weeks ago. We must be finding ways of 
attracting these people to our games and eventually turning them into members. We have NEVER 
made a decent attempt to attract fans from outside the Greek community. 


Already some members of the club have told me how they will cease to support the club if the 
Hellas name returned; perhaps a drastic step. But maybe those of us from Greek heritage have 
been blind to how uncomfortable people of a non-Greek background would feel following a club 
named after another country. Maybe the best way of looking at things would be, if there was no 
such thing as South Melbourne SC, would you follow a team named Melbourne Croatia or Hakoa? 
Perhaps not. 


So long Hellas, farewell Lakers
